Several hours after 
teping, Heller was notified that 
the entire broadcast was c2n- 
celled and that he was fred from 
his position as a “volunteer” — 
unpaid --- sportscaster for the 
radio station. 


Heller, whose book about for- 
mer boxing champions, “In This 
Corner,” has just been published 
by Simon and Schuster Inc., 
seid he had anticipated trouble 
with the radio station over this 
broadcast “in view of WBAI's 
traditional Mberal views.” 


Larry Cox, news director for 
WSaAI-FM, said the broadcast 
was cancelled because Heller 
introduced the segment as "a 
Personal commentary, and we 
are not allowed under Federal 
Communications Commission rules 
to present personal comment- 
aries” under the radio station's 
Current operating guidelines. 


Asked ff the decision to dis- 
miss Heller, who had been hired 
severa] weeks ago and had broad- 
cast several programmes, came 
before or after last Friday's tap- 
ing, Cox fumbled for a few mo- 
ments, then replied: “We didn't 
like his work, generally.” 


In the cancelled broadcast, 
Beller noted that the decision of 
one black player to boycott the 
entire game and the decision of 
two other black players to boy- 
cott the second half was “a 
serious misguided action... bow- 
ing to anti-Semitic Arab propa- 
ganda out of apparent ignorance 
of the facts on their part.” 

He noted that the black play- 
ers: bowed to Arab propaganda 
“because it’s the in thing among 
some blacks to align themselves 
with Arab guerrilia groups, and 
against Israel. In doing so, they 
conveniently closed their minds 
to some very cogent facts, like, 
for instance, the decimation of 
the Israeli Olympic team by 
Arab terrorists in Munich.” 

Continuing, Heller observed 
that the black players algo “chose 
to ignore the incalculable finan- 
cial help and technological as- 
sistance and training Israel has 
provided to many of the emerg- 
ing Black African nations.

Scientists ‘see’ heart attack damage 


NEW YORE (AP!. — Scientists 
at Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in 
Boston have developed 2 method 
that enables them for the first time 
to directly “see” the damage of a 
heart attack. 

The method, reported on Mon- 
day to the American College of 
Cardiology, involves injecting 8 
drug tagged with a radioactive 
substance into the bloodstream. 
The drug, tetracycline, settles in 
dead tissue, producing a “hot spot” 
that can be seen with routime scan-

Peace - a new preferred 
product for advertising 


By ZE’EV SACHER 


“This year, as usual, we held the Most Preferred 
Product Poll.’’ Despite the emergency situation, the 
poll takers were out all over the country, to seek the 
opinion of the public, the largest, most varied panel of 
judges in Israel. And the public indicated those whom 
it considered manufactured and sold honestly, by 
choosing their products as “Most Preferred.” 


‘The nineteen year old tradition of the 
Poll has not been broken. We are all 
trying to present an appearance con- 
forming to the English idea, “business 
as usual," In fact, we all deeply feel the 
present situation; all branches of the 
economy, particularly the advertising 
branch, are influenced by the situation. 
While sketching out advertisements, 
our inward eyes are on Geneva, and 
our thoughts dwell on what can be ex- 
pected from the conference. The 
advertising man's task of furthering 
the development of national and inter- 
national trade can proceed. to some 
effect, only during peacetime. The 
financial and production branches, and 
with them, the advertising branch, are 
severely affected in times of war. The 
question arises — should advertising 
people, and not only those in Israel, 
stand by passively and wait for 
problems to be solved from above, wait 
until the situation clarifies, ar should 
they make a contribution towards im- 
proving the situation. 

Whether the fact is obyious or not, 
this generation is the advertising 
generation. A manufacturer can 
produce the best possible goods, 
provide the best possible service, and 
not be successful, unless he knows how, 
by means of appropriate advertising, 
te convince the public of the advan- 
tages of his products and services. 
However, the time when advertising 
was restricted to promoting products 
and services is passed. As is ap- 
propriate in the advertising genera- 
tion, advertising circles in Israe] and 
abroad have been charged with 
moulding public opinion in matters of 
politics and public affairs, by means of 
public relations activities aimed at 
promoting various public 
organizations and political parties, and 
by means of election propaganda. Only 
peace, the most recalcitrant problem 
in Israel and abroad, awaits the benefit 
of suitable advertising; only peace has 
not yet received a fillip from adver- 
tising and publicity. 


SEPARATION OF OPINIONS 


Αἱ this time, when the separation of 
forces is in the news, and the smells of 
blood and oi] are strong, we are witness 
to a separation of opinions between 
governments and the peoples they 
govern. Governments that give in to 
the oil blackmail, while disregarding 
the opinion of their peoples, are 
capable of pursuing this course up to a 
known limit. If public opinion is 
strengthened to the point where it 
becomes public pressure, no govern- 
ment can resist it, even in the less 
democratic countries. The moulding of 
public opinion in this way can be ac- 
complished by publicity and informa- 


tion drives, the apparatus for which is 
currently lacking. Advertising and 
publicity have not yet been used in in- 
formation drives to create an anti-war 
public opinion, nor have they yet been 
utilized efficiently and seriously on an 
international scale, in an information 
drive to promote peace. At the end of 
1967, I published an article in the organ 
of the Israel Advertisers Association, 
and in the paper, ‘International 
Outlook," in which I advocated the 
mounting of Peace Advertising Cam- 
paigns (P.A.C.). My suggestion was 
that P.A.C. should be run by the

Jewish State.” 

Pauline Herzl, who, Exe her brother 
Hans, had been converted to 
ChrisHanity, died near Bordeaux in 
the '30s. Before her death, she ex- 
pressed the wish to be buried in 
a Jewish cemetery. A week after 
he had attended his sister's funerai, 
Hans took his life in 2 Bordeaux 
hotel room, leaving a letter asking 
to be buried next to Pauline, The 
inscripHon on the previously on- 
descript gravestone was placed 
there at the initiative of Yaakov 
Teur when he was Israel Ambassa- 
dor to Frauce.
